Dear Beth and Art, 


We've been here almost two 
weeks but have made little 
progress toward getting settled 
because our freight has been 
delayed and all our things (ex- 
cept those in the suitcase we 
brought with us) have yet to 
come. We know the freight was 
on the ship with us, but there 
seems to be a lot of red-tape 
involved in getting things 
across the Lebanon-Syria bor- 
der. Originally we were to 
have come ashore at Latakia, 
Syria, instead of Beirut, Leba- 
non, but the waves were too 
rough at Latakia (they have to 
unload on lighters and there is 
no sheltered water).
